Far- 
mers on finding the condition the crop was 
in have been improving the late fine weather 
in harvesting and storing them in their cel- 
lars. The rot is everywhere found, yet the 
clear dry weather now prevailing, has en- 
abled farmers to secure them in the best 
possible condition and it it hoped that if 
the weather holds cool, the rot may be ar- 
rested and the few potatoes we now have 
may be saved. ‘The yield is not only light, 
but many of them are small and unripe. 


Twenty-Sixth State Fair. . 
Once again the elements have favored 





the efforts of the State Agricultural Society | the fair 


in the holding of their annual exhibition, 
by giving the aid of a week of continuous 
fair weather, thus removing every obstacle 
to a complete success, which is beyond and 
outside of human control. By this, the 
Society is able to take the measure of a full 
success. ‘The exhibition was full in all 
departments, the quality of all the exhibits 
was up toa standard which can only be 
designated as the best, and which filled the 
expectations of all visitors, the officers of 
of the Society, gave their best labors to 
carrying on the machinery of the exhibi- 
tion in a manner intended to reach the best 
results, the weather has been the best all 
through, and the attendance has been large 
and fully up to the expectations of all those 
who have for years been wishing for this 
combination. The only disappointment 
about it is that the receipts did not meet 
the expectations warranted by the magni- 
tude of the fair. This disappointment was 
shared by every officer of the society, and 
by the members who were there present. 
It was also forcibly felt by prominent citi- 
zens of Lewiston and Auburn, as was free- 
ly expressed at the annual meeting. 

The reason for the light receipts can only 
be accounted for by what has been recently 
discussed in the Farmer—too many non- 
revenue admissions. This fair, through- 
out, has been proof of the position we have 
been taking, that the life-blood of the Soci- 
ety is being sapped by admissions which 
bring no money. 

The total receipts of the week will reach 
about $20,000. Every one feels that they 
ought to have been $30,000, instead. There 
evidently was attendance enough for this. 
However, the money received will pay all 
expenses, and probably leave a surplus suf- 
ficient to pay the liabilities contracted last 
year. This will still leave the Society 
heavily in debt. 

The experience of the present year indi- 
cates what before has been proved—that 
the yearly outlay should be kept below 
$15,000, if the debt is ever cancelled. 


Maine Agricultural News. 


—New potatoes are coming into market 
for shipment in Aroostook. ‘They bring 
from $1.00 to $1.25 per barrel. 

—The corn factory at Oakland has com- 
menced work with a full crew of men. 
Two new retorts have been added, making 
eight inall. ‘These will be sufficient to boil 
all the corn and the old tanks will be dis- 
pensed with. A new furnace and boiler 
have been placed in the bath-room in place 
of the smaller ones. Other improvements 
in machinery make this one of the most 
complete corn canning establishments in 
the State. About 200 acres of corn were 
Planted and all is in splendid condition, so 
that this will be one of the most prosperous 
Seasons. Can making has been carried on 
all the year and about 245,000 cans have 
-been made and with 60,000 more will be 
suflicient for the season. 

—N. 8. Allan, Esq., of Dennysville, Pres- 
ident of the Washington County Agricul- 
tural Society, thinks there will be a greater 
interest taken in the society’s fall meeting 
this year than for a number of seasons past. 

—The cheese factory is still in operation 
in Readfield, receiving a good quantity of 
milk. It is being run very successfully. 

—Mr. James Wyman, formerly of Mon- 
Son, has purchased the Pulsifer farm (so 
called) in Monmouth, and he with his son, 
W.F. Wyman, now of Lowell, Mass., will 
Move on to it next spring. Mr. Wyman

Agricultural Exhibit. 


The agricultural exhibit is not large, yet 
quite complete and pleasing to the public 
through the introduction of new features 
and implements. ‘he study of new inven- 
tions is helpfui to any man, and to no one 
more than to the farmer. 

At one end is the attractive exhibit made 
by William Deering & Co., Chicago, Ill. 
Mr. Deering is an original Maine man, being 
a native of Uxford county. A portable en- 
gine and line ofshafting is used to carry 
the machines and illustrate the practical 
ee See. At the head stands 

Deering all steel harvester and binder, 
the light reaper, Giant mower, 
cutting five, six, and seven feet swaths; 

ht new mower, cutting four foot four, 


four foot eight, and light one horse 
mower; Deering binder truck, and covers 
for the machines. ‘This exhibit is made 
with a view to introducing the goods in the 
Eastern States.

‘Ihe peculiar features of 
these ines are, that the self binder is a 
remarkable light draft machine, while dur- 
ability is secured, made entirely of 
argle steel on the truss principle, instead of 
wood as most machines are. Also the ab- 
sence of complications, the knot tying de- 
vice composed of six pieces only, 
without springs or cams. ‘Ihe Giant mower 
is guaranteed to cut a six foot swath as eas- 
ily as any ordinary four foot can do the 
work, doing this by the immense height 
of wheel, wide track, and almost entire ub- 
sence of friction. ‘he cutter bar is held 
in suspension by a spring which takes the 
entire weight from the ground enabling a 
boy ten years of age to handle the machine 
without difficulty. Another advantage is 
the floating bar and two and a quarter inch 
section, floating bar adjusting itself 
to any inequality and cu smooth on 
any . ‘The advantage of the small 
section is the saving of power, dividing the 
grass into small sections, and enabling the 
manufacturer to place the crank pin so much 
nearer the centre.

The 
latter rule was, of course, not strictly ad- 
hered to; the exact weight of the load 
was not known, but was not far from 8,000. 
Geo. D. Knight of Saccarappa was the first 
man to try load, with a pair of white- 
face oxen, 6 feet and 11 inches. The little 
oxen did some good pulling, and succeeded 
in moving the load 34 feet and 3 inches.

The Races. 


The matched race made in 1884, by Gen. 
Tilton and E. L. Norcross of Manchester, 
for the foals to be _o= in 1885, has 
been a topic of much interest from that 
time to the present. Gen. Tilton named 
the colt expected from Fair Lady, by 
Alcyone, and Mr. Norcross that from Mollie 
Allen, by Fearnaught, Jr. Fair Lady is by 
Dictator, and Mollie Allen by Ethan Allen. 
Gen. Tilton’s proved to be a filly, and was 
given the name of Noblesse, and Mr. Nor- 
cross’ a colt, receiving the name of St. 
te ag ee . _ Norcross drove his own 
colt, thoug’ y puunds over weight, thus 
loading the colt at the start. . 

Noblesse won the pole, and {n the start got 
a slight advantage, making a bad break on 
the back side, giving St. Valentine an op- 

rtunity to come = her side, but only 
‘or a moment, and mare was not again 
headed, winning easily in 3.0914. 

2d heat— Noblesse opened a good length 
at the turn, and trotted evenly and smooth- 
ly for the mile, and jo; under the wire 
in 3.0834, making the half in 1.3344, the 
first quarter in 4644. This gives Noblesse 
the heat and race. 

Dictator Chief was given an exhibition 
mile for the Stallion Cup, being driven by 
Mr. Nelson. The stallion got a good start, 
and sped around the turn and up the stretch 
like a whirlwind, going to the quarter in 
3744 seconds. Under the wire at the half 
he goes in 1.1344, and to three-quarters in 
1.494, finishing the mile in 2.2534, trotting 
the last half in 1.1244,—a most remarkable 
performance for a five-year-old. Every 
animal brought forward by Mr. Nelson 
this year has lowered his or her record be- 
yond the reach of nearly all others in the 
State, as young as they. 

But three starters appearer for the trial 
for three-year-old stallions, and Haroldson 
was decidedly the favorite with the crowd. 
He is by Prescott, and owned by Wm. C. 
Marshall, Belfast. 

In the first heat Haroldson, who started 
second, swung into the poie at the turn, 
and at three-quarters was many rods in 
advance, Black Nathan second, Van Hal- 
mont third.

The dam of this 
horse is said to be by Record’s Black 
Hawk, and this record is made after a 
heavy season’s work in the stud. Consider- 
ing all the circumstances, the record is 
simply phenominal.
